Thomas’ has been writing about 
the wror.z country. He spent two | 
weeks in the Soviet Union, but 


it was in capitalist Denmark that 
he found the real 
commonwealth. In Denmark, 
where democracy is so pure that 
both the rich and the poor have 
the same right to sleep 
bridges. 


What About U.S.A. 


And if the quality of democ-| 


racy is fine in Denmark, it 
certainly can’t be much inferior 
than in the United States, which 
like Denmark, also has the ad- 
vantage over the Soviet Union 
of being a capitalist country. 
And who will deny that 
American democracy both J. P. 
Morgan and the humblest store- 
keeper have the same right to 
dodge taxes? 

Norman Thomas’ comments on 
the Seviet Union reveal him as 
a muddleheaded reformist, whose 
conception of Socialism is noth- 
ing but the most vulgar carica-

ture of Socialist reality. His 
article will please the Trotzky- 
ites, will please Hearst, will 


please every reactionary and en- 
emy of the Soviet Union, but it 


gives a thoroughly false and 
distorted picture of the epic Land 
of Socialism, the shining bul- 
wark of world democracy and 
peace.

For those who stil] had sound 
bodies and minds, Armistice Day 
was one of the happiest.

In San Francisco for the Sum- 
mer Planning Conference, Rosser 
declared, “I felt I had to speak 
as I did, because, representing 
the Young Communist League, 
I knew the problems of the 
youth of Los Angeles much 
more sharply than any of the 
other delegates. The YCL is 
made up of these young people 
who are ‘underprivileged’ and 
it is only natura] that it should 
be the group to most dramatical- 
ly and effectively present their 
point of view.’ 

Rosser felt certain that it was 
the action of the Emergency As- 
sembly of Youth in the cam- 
paign for the California Youth 
Act that had forced the county 
officials to call the hearing. 

He hailed as a great move to 
ward dealing realistically with 
the unemployed youth of the 
city, the election by the Confer- 
ence of a committee of five to 
plan an official survey of youth 
conditions. “On the basis. of 
such a survey,” concluded Ros- 
ser, “we can build that unity
